The question 
I came up during one of the confer-; 
onces this week between the presi­ 
dent and th* 
newspaper correspond-1 
cuts. 
Asked if he had formulated a ' 
good roads policy, the ^president re-! 
plied in the negative, saying the sub- ( 
le d 
was so large and involved so 
ranch, that lie felt .impelled to move 
slowly. 
Something would ultimately 
bo « I b u t just what he did not 
know, for he hail not gone into the 
subject sufficiently to make up his 
mind. 
It is evident that the presi­ 
dent does not regard good roads leg- 
isloti in as one of the major subjects 
to come before the present session, 
and will therefore not push it ahead 
of tile trusts, rural credits, and those 
other matters which 
he 
has 
been 
studying. 
Roads Important Question. 
This is not to say that good roads 
is not a very important question in 
the mind of the president, for it is. 
Ii is merely to say that it does not 
form one of the half dozen subjects 
on which he earnestly desires early 
action. 
It is quite likely that there 
will be some kind of good roads leg­ 
islation during the session; a satis­ 
factory bill will be drafted and put 
through one house, and it may be both, 
and it will have the approval of the 
administration. 
But what that bill 
will provide has not yet been consid­ 
ered seriously at the W hite House, 
nor are there signs th at the subject 
is to conte up in the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
This statem ent 
is 
important 
in 
view of the numerous good roads bills 
that are nowr before congress. 
It is 
of course possible that one of these 
hills is to be made the administra­ 
tion measure, but nothing 
of 
that 
kind has yet taken place. 
To Proceed Cautiously. 
Men iii the confidence of the ad­ 
ministration, 
while 
recognizing the 
importance of the good roads ques­ 
tion, and believing that it is highly 
important that some satisfactory ar­ 
rangement 
bo 
made 
whereby 
the 
states and federal government may 
co-operate in the construction of a 
system of public highways, believe it 
is equally important to move cau­ 
tiously. 
Anything that may be done 
at this time, it is pointed out, will be 
taken as a precedent, and future leg­ 
islation will lie patterned 
after 
it. 
It is therefore necessary that any 
system now adopted he worked out 
scientifically and fairly. Better move 
slowly, say these men. than to move 
with haste and then have cause for 
regret. 
Underlying any good roads policy 
that may he adopted will be liberal 
appropriations of the public moneys, 
and these appropriations, once the 
system has been put into operation, 
will come regularly, year after year, 
and the tendency will be to increase 
the totals rather than decrease them. J 
The possibility of drain upon the fed- • 
eral treasury is so great as to de- < 
mand thorough consideration of the j 
entire question, 
from 
alt 
possible j 
angles. 
It will not do to inaugurate 1 
a policy that will tend to interfere 
with other important public work; 
bul at the same time, if there is to he 
a good roads policy, it must call for 
sums sufficiently large to insure good 
results at as rapid a rate of speed 
as possible. 
Other Matter First. 
It will be the duty of the adminis­ 
tration to strike some mean between 
the extremes of those on the one 
hand who want nothing done, and j 
those on the other who want more J 
done than the government can w e ll J 
undertake at this time; and this will 
bo done in due time. 
But, as already 
stated, the administration will first 
give attention to m atters which it
